3. Claims 1, 3-5, 8-26, and 29-41 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art teaches the method of generating a 
first secret by hashing one or more of a password and a first or 
second public key. The prior art also teaches the general 
method of hashing a hashed value (as described in Jablon and 

Wu) , but it fails to teach hashing or reasonable suggest a hash 
of one or more of a password and a first or second public key in 
combination with the remaining authentication and key exchange 
steps as claimed in each of the independent claims.
